SAVE LIBERTY LIGHT.

m

Pilots Say It Is a Great Help to
Navigation.

It Can Be Seen When Other Lights
Are Obscured.

Secretary Carlisle Proposes to Abolish
It on Grounds of Economy.

The report from Washington y

that Secretary Carlisle has recommended
to the Appropriation Committee of Con-
gress that, in the interest of economy,
the light on the Statue of Liberty shall
be extinguished, has aroused a general
feeling of Indignation throughout the
city. It was declared that If such n
plan were carried out it would be a
shame and disgrace to the National
Government.

According to the report. Secretary Car-
lisle says the Lighthouse Hoard regards
tho light as of no importance as an aid
to navigation; that the appropriation for
tho support of lighthouses, even with the
severest economy. Is lnsulllclcnt, and
that the expenditure of nearly $10,000 ayeur lor the maintenance ot the statue
as a llghthoube should be saved.

As the pilots of the harbor are the
best Judged of the usefulness of the
Statuo Light, an "Evening World" re-
porter looked up a number of them this
morning, and interviewed them on the
subject.

The first person seen was Capt. William
B. Hilton, one of the Pilot Commission.

"This sort of economy," he said,
"makerf me tired. Put out the Liberty
'lght! Why, you'll havo New Yorkers up
In arms In an Instant If such a thing Is
suggested. They won't stand It.

"As for Its usefulness, I know that the
pilots of New York harbor could not
get along without It now. It Is cer-
tainly a very valuable beacon, and
should be maintained, by all means.

"Hut there Is another consideration
which Is Just ns Important, and that
Is the sentiment connected with the
statue. It would certainly be a most
discourteous act towards the great re-
public which has given us this monu-
ment to eer neglect it In such a man-he- r

as Is proposed."
Capt. H. L Weaver, one of the oldest

New York pilots, said:
"Liberty light is one of the most valu-

able In the harbor now, and we are all
taking our bearings by It. Sometimes It
la the only light that can be seen from
the loner bay, and It Is especially valu-
able In making the turn at the monu-
ment laying our course up the bay when
the Highland lights are obscured by
thick weather.

"It Is also Invaluable as a mark for
the anchorage ground In tho upper har-
bor, and I don't see how wo could get
along without It now."

"I have peen Liberty light ten miles
down tne const In clear weather," said
Pilot Ivan Van Albert, "and It has
often been the only guldeln navigating
tho upper bay and harbor, when there
Is n g fog ihat obscures the other
lights. In fact, you can almost always
see Liberty light, and to take It away
now would cause Inconvenience and trou-
ble among nil the pilots "

Pilot John Canvln said that for tows
coming down the river Liberty light was
about the only bearing that captains
could steer safely by.

"In fact," he said, "ne have become
so uspd to the beacon both In coming
up and going down the harbor that wp
would have to change our system of
reckoning almost entirely If we were
deprived of It."

In the olllce of the New Jersey pilots,
at 15 State street, there was a loud out-
cry against the proposed extinguishing
of Liberty light.

"We ull Qwtn It," said one old gray-bearde- d

seaman, "for It has made navi-
gation In the harbor and thelower bay
absolutely safe and easy, and It has
saved many a brush on Craven shoal."

Lieutenant-Commande- r Delchantv, the
Supervisor of the Port, whoso ofllce Is
In the Army Hulldlng, thought that the
Bavlng of 110,000 was u contemptibly
small matter In comparison with the
great value ot Liberty Statue as a har-
bor light, to say nothing of the senti-
mental side of the question.

At the Maritime Exchange the gen-
eral opinion of the proposed dousing of
Liberty's glim was that Congress was
not likely to listen to such a suggestion,
and that the New York representatives
owed It to their constituents to see that
no such Indignity was offered to the
guardian goddess of New York Harbor,

BUCKLEY GETS A YEAR

Tho Oonvioted Eleotion Inspector
Sentenced by Justice Barrett.

Severe Criticism by the Court in

Fixing His Punishment.

Guilty of the Most Flagrant Neglect
of Duty Imaginable.

Dennis J. Buckley, Inspector of elec-
tion In thu Eighteenth Election District
of the Second Assembly District, con-
victed of receiving fraudulent votes, was
sentenced by Justice Barrett, In tho
Court of Oyer nnd Terminer, this morn-
ing to one year's Imprisonment In the
Blackwell's Island Penitentiary and to
pay a line of JoW.

Justice Barrett's remarks In sentenc-
ing Buckley were particularly pointed
and they are reproduced here in full for
the benefit of the other election olllcers
who are yet to be tried.

The Justice told all offenders prac-
tically that If they weie guilty they
would do well to plead guilty and thus
entitle themselves to such mercy as the
Court might deal out, for Col. Fellows
and the Court were going to convict
them If It was In tnelr power..

Said Justice Bartiett:
"I cannot but think, Buckley, that you

were not well advised In occupying two
days' precious time of the Court In the
trial of a case In which you were sub-
stantially defenseless, even on your own
showing. You would have had a very
much better opportunity of presenting
claims for Judicial clemency if you had
simply pleaded guilty and thrown your-
self upon the mercy of the Court.

"Your offense was really the most
flagrant of all tho offenses that have
been tiled here, and yet the law, owing
to some Inadvertence, has made the of-
fence of permitting repeating a most
heinous crime under the Ballot law
a misdemeanor, when It might well
have been a felony. You certainly de-
serve more severe punishment than
Dunphy, who wan guilty of flagrant neg-
lect of duty perverse neglect of duty
In allowing people who were not blind
to vote contrary to law and take people
with them Into the booth.

"In your case you allowed a man
whom you knew perfectly well wan
not John Itellly to go In and vote on
tho name of John Itellly; you allowed
others, and It was done all day, and
tho scene In that place was a scene of
perpetual, continuous and outrageous
violation of law, and In view of all thatyou come here and tako two days' time,
relying upon what? Unless It was upon
the Idea that our Juries would be supine
and Inattentive. They are neither."

Buckley received his sentence with non-
chalance, as If he had discounted It. The
proof was that some fictitious person
had voted In the name of John itellly.
and that later on election day the real
John Hellly had appeared, and his ballot
had been accepted oy the Inspectors. It
was shown that Buckley knew the real
Hellly, and, therefore, had no excuse for
accepting the ballot of another In his
name.

THE WOMAN SUFFRAGISTS.

New York's Star In Outlne an Their

American Womnn's Suffrage Association
began Its twenty-sixt- h annual Conven-
tion this morning In Metzerott Music
Hall, which Wl bene tastefully deco-
rated for the occasion. (

In the rear of the stage were hung
United States, Turkish, British and Na-

tional Woman Suffraga flags. The last
mentioned has two stars In the blue field,
representing Colorado and Wyoming,
which have granted suffrage to women,
and outlines of two other stars. In-
tended to represent New York and Kan-
sas, where the woman suffraglBts hope
to accomplish much.

The roll-ca- ll showed that seventeen
States wer represented.

The venerable President, Susan B.
Anthony, formally opened tho proceed-
ings. She predicted that when victory
for woman's cause shall have been final-
ly acocmpllshed. and women are en-
franchised, people will wonder that It
had not been granted long ago.

AFTER CLERK FARLEY?

Grand Jury Foremin Oelrichs at
Jefferson Market Court.

With Justice McMahon He Examines

the Records.

Revival of Rumors of Irregularities
There.

There was n commotion In Jefferson
Market Police Court this morning when
Herman Oelrichs, foreman of the Grand
Jury, walked In and, after n few min-
utes' conversation with Justice Mc-

Mahon, went ylth him Into the Justice's
private room.

A few moments later Chief Clerk Far-
ley was cnt for, and then the court
record books of the court were hastily
gathered together and taken Into the
Justice's room. Soon nil four of the
court clerks wer before the Grand Jury
foreman explaining the arious entries
which he thought needed Investigation.

It seemed to bo the Impression among
the court attaches that Chief Clerk Far-
ley was the person most concerned In
Mr. Oelrlchs's visit. Farley Is a brother
of Alderrnnn Farley, and has
been In trouble several times In the last
year or two.

There havo been rumors that the mon-
ey collected In the way of fines have
not been promptly turned over to the
proper persons Ono explanation of this
was that a perjon connected with the
Court had, In a spirit of accommoda-
tion or generosity, been lending the
money out to the Impecunious .court at-
taches, and that In many cases' they
had failed to repay him.

Mr. Farley was In trouble once or
twice In the last year as a result of
mislaying or losing court papers. Once
a man charged with a trivial offense was
confined In the Tombs for a month or
more awaiting trial owing to Mr. Far-
ley' carelessness.

PARKHURST APPEARS AGAIN.

He and III Agents In the Grand
Jury Room This Morning.

Interest In the matter under considera-
tion by the Grand Jury was Intensified
this morning by tho second visit thjs
week of the Rev. Dr. Charles II,
Parkhurst before that body.

Subway Commissioners Going to
Swing the.:Axe Again.

All Broadway Wires Below Twenty-Thir- d

Street to Go.

No Moro-Fllrtln- g with the Law to
Ho Permitted.

Subway Commissioner Moss was In the
Mayor's otflce this morning and an-

nounced that another war on overhead
wires would be begun In a few days.

All the exposed wires on Broadway be-

low Twenty-thir- d street will be cut down.
The companies owning them were noti-

fied some time ago to remove the wires
from housetops ' and those crossing
Broadway within tho territory men-

tioned. The time limit has expired and
noe of the companies has compiled with
the irder,

Mr. Macs said he would have sent his
men out y to begin the slaughter
of the wires, but the ley condition of the
roofs was too dangerous, und the work
was postponed.

If subscribers discover within teh next
few days that their telephone or mes-
senger call wires are cut they will know
that the employees of the Bourd of
Electrical Control have been at work
with their axes.

There are thousands of wires on Broad-
way that Bhould have been put under-
ground long ago. The subways In Broad-
way are completed, but as long as the
companies cun keep their wires out of
them, they need not pay rent for the
conduits. Summary action will, there-
fore, be necessary to remove the over-
head nuisances.

The onler for the removal of the
wires on Broadway was Issued under au-

thority of a ntroduced by
Mayor Gllroy at a meeting of the Sub-
way Commissioners.

Commissioner Moss says that tho
work of putting wires out of sight Is
progressing rapidly all over the city.

There are no overhead wires now any-
where below Fifty-nint- h street, between
Third and Eighth avenues.

In one conduit, under Broadway at
Cortlandt street, there are more than
10,000 wires.

COLONNA VICTORIOUS

The Frenoh Court Throws Out

the Princess's Suit.

Custody of the Children Provision-

ally Given to the Father.

Verdict Against Mrs. Maokny's Titled
Daughter Given To-Dn- y.

PARIS, Feb. 15. The Fourth Civil

Chamber has declared tho French courts
Incompetent to try the suit which the
Princess Colonna, daughter of Mrs. John
W. Mackay, brought against her hus-

band, Prince Colonna, for a legal sepa-

ration and the custody of her children.
In addition, the Chamber made an

order giving tho children, provisionally.
Into the custody of their father.

Prince Colonna, In defending the suit
brought by the Princess, alleged that
the French courts were Incompetent to
try the case, as he was an Italian citi-

zen, had never given up his resldenco

I at Milan, and that he was fully able to

educate the children, whom he Intended
to place In the care of his sister at
Milan.

in reciting the circumstances bearing
upon the case, the Court says the chil-

dren were temporarily confided to the
care of the Princess on condition that
the Prince be allowed to see them three
times a week. ThH condition the Prin-

cess has violated, nnd, In do doing, has
executed a project of abduction, which

she audaciously attributed to her hus-

band.
It Is ordered that all the children be

placed In the care of their aunt, Prin-

cess Stlgllano, of Naples. Princess Col-lon-

will be allowed to visit them on

Sundays and Thursdays from 2 to 4

o'clock In the afternoon.
The Court directs that the children be

handed over to the Prince within twen-ty-fo-

hours, nnd In the event of a
failure to comply with this order the
Princess will be fined 300 francs dally
for throe months. If at the end of three
months she continues to disobey the
order, the Court declares that It will
take stronger measures to enforce Its
mandate. The Princess Is also to pay
costs of court proceeding.

Tho cable message announcing the de-

cision of the French Court legardlng
tho suit for reparation brought bv the
PrlnceHS Colonna against her husband
was shown, shortly after Its receipt
here, to John W . Muckuy, Jr
